StruckenbrucA of Lodi to 
do away with civil service altogether, 
to several proposal«? designed to weak­ 
en the system. 
Some of the bills are 
open attacks, Reed says, and others 
are covert. 
He intends to analyze 
each of the twenty-one measures and 
to petition the Legislature 
to 
turn 
them down. 
The commission itself 
has 1 1 0 bills. 
Although it IS admitted 
by the members that the present sys­ 
tem has several defects, they thought 
it better to withhold any change rath­ 
er than take chances on having the 
system itnelf put in jeopardy.

1915 session there were only four bills 
attacking civil service.

Sentiment up-coast regarding tide­ 
water and other early fishing for roe­ 
laden trout has been changing slowly 
among those of the angling-licensees 
who desired permission to get into 
the “» pawners" considerably earlier 
than the May first opening date which 
tilled last year. 
A considerable agi­ 
tation was launched in behalf of wide- 
open tide-water fishing 
by Ventura 
and Santa Ynez riv er fishermen whom 
front the experience of the past sea­ 
son should hav e conv inced, because 
the best trout fishing of recent years 
followed the deferred opening all ov er 
the South. 
While some f'» hermen wish April 
first opening on the streams and no 
restriction at all in tide-water, those 
adhering to this recommendation in 
the face of its golden-egg-goose-killing 
features are becoming lens day by day. 
Close students of trouting conditions 
hav e reported unamimously against 
any earlier opening in Southern Cali­ 
fornia than May the first, ev en in the 
face of a prospectiv e dry Spring. 
The only argument adv anced in fav ­ 
or of a year-round steelhead seasou 
for the mouths of the Ventura and 
Santa Barbara County riv ers is that 
the d'etricts north of San Francisco 
are enjoying this priv ilege. 
To this 
fishing experts answer that no par­ 
allel can be drawn as between the 
wonderfu.ly-watered north coast and 
the relativ ely few 
southern 
riv ers, 
which are fairly congested with ang-! 
lers, white up North so much territory :

scattered. 
Nowhere are fish so per- j 
sistently persecuted. 
Only by the ex­ 
ercise of exceptional self-denial and 
aided by ev ery scientific form of pro­ 
tection and propagation as adv ocated 
and practiced by the Fisli and Game 
Commission through patrol and hatch­ 
ery work can fishing in these much used 
riv ers be maintained at an attractiv e 
lev el; and sportsmen must realize it. 
There is too much sport and too sound 
a financial v alue connected with ev en 
the relativ ely little trout fishing the 
South has to allow well-meaning but 
misguided chaps to » laughter three 
thousand possible fish to ev ery big 
mother-steelhead they take in spawn­ 
ing time. Up North, fish are so plen­ 
tiful that this drain can be withstood;

M any crooked automobile dealers w ill need as careful supervision 
as is given pawnbrokers. 
It is claimed the thieveb are able to obliterate 
all distinguishing marks. 
Yet it would seem as if each machine could be 
given some identifying mark that could not be destroyed. 
The great difficulty of tetecting this form of crim e is that the machines 
can be taken to distant states, where they are sold to dealers without 
difficulty. 
If a stranger conies into a garage in some large city and offers, 
a car at what is clearly a low price, the dealer is not disposed to question 
too closely. 
He can see that he is getting a bargain, so it is for his in­ 
terest to buy. 
It may not be necessary to make owners prove their own­ 
ership before a sale can be legal. 
People w ill leave a machine on a crowded street for hours unpro­ 
tected by any form of locking. 
A ny person fam iliar with motor opera­ 
tion could steal it with but slight risk. 
But people hate to lose an extra 
minute to secure their machines, or are absorbed and absent minded. 
The police and detectives would feel more enthusiasm about the pur­ 
suit of these thieves if owners ot cars would co operate by taking greater 
precautions.
